School

Dr. Richard Mott Jones, for forty years
headmaster of the Willlam Penn Chartar
Bchonl, on South Twelfth street, died today
at the University Hospital after an linsas
of five monthe Doctor Jones was mavanty-
four years old, He gave up his active
connection with the school last February
when his health began to fail. An opera-
tlon was performed at the Unlversity Hows-
pital two weoks ngo, He became weaker
and suecumbed today.

No arrangements for the funeral have
been made ye!, owing to the absence from
Philadelphla of all relatives excapt Mra
Jonea Tha body will be cremated and a
memorial sarvice will ba held next fall,

Doctor Jonea was horn in Bouth China.
Me., June 28, 1843, He was the son of Ell
and 8ibyl Jones, his mother's malden name
having been Jones also,

After recelving a preparatory education,
Doctor Jones entered Haverford College and
was graduated in 1887, Later, In 1870, the
inmitution conferred upon him the honorary
degree of master of arts, and in 1881 the de-
gres of LL. I, In 1002 the degree of LL. D,
alpo was conferred upon him by the Univer-
sity of Pennsylvania

Following hia gradunation from Haverford
College In 1867, Doctor Jones apent meveral
years abroad, part of the time in England,
studying the great system of publie schools
there, and part of the time on the Conti-
nent, studying modern languages In France

and Germany. During part of the first
elghteen months he spent in the British isles
he wan tutoring In Ireland,

Doctor Jones returned home in 1870, and
held the postion of hendmaster at the Oak
Grove Beminary, In Kenneheo County, Ma.,
until 1874, On February 2, 1875, he came
Lo this eity and took charge of the Willlam
Penn Charter Schol ne its headmaster, a
position which he held until his death. He
reorganized the school, which was not in the
best of condition when he took charge of it,
and made it one of the most succesaful In-
stitutions of ita kind In the country.

Conditlons may changes be-
fore next fall, ‘The mattar of prices for
ths Philadelphia district will ba discussed
nt & meeting next Saptember of the Maurioe
River, N. J., Oyster Growars' Assoclation
This assoclation always meets In Septembar
to get & line on tha oyster situntion.

“There is another factor In addition to
the Increased cost of labor and equipment
which may tend to boost prices. The State
of New Jerscy |s conaldering taxing oysters
already planted, and If this Is done oysters
are bound ts be high the coming season.”
